DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

A BOLD and successful experiment was made at this Theatre of Sa- 
turday, to adapt a sacred overture to dramatic representation. Handel’s 
Serenata of Acis and Galatea has been an established favourite in this 
country for upwards of a century, and most of its melodies are familiar, 
at least to concert frequenters. We are ata loss to conceive how this 
mighty composition of Handel, (who was German by birth and by mu- 
sical education,) can be styled as the “English school” of music, but 
where the general effect of the production was so excellent, we are not 
disposed to quarrel with terms. The introduction (skilfully arranged by 
T. Cooke,) opens with a beautiful marine view of Sicily by moonlight ; 
a distant chorus is heard; Cupid, (Miss Gould,) appears, with Galatea, 
a Sea Nymph, (Miss Romer,) and after an invocation, ;the scene changes 
to a view of Sicily, with Vesuvius in perspective. Here commences the 
original work of Gay, with the celebratea chorus, ‘ Oh! the pleasures of 
the plain,” which was admirably given. The last scene, the destruction 
of Acis, (Miss P. Horton,) was managed with consummate effect ; and 
when the curtain fell the applause was enthusiastic. Of the vocalists, 
we can speak in terms of unqualified approbation. Miss Romer sang 
with that clearness and finish which has earned for her the high reputa- 
tion she has obtained; she was warmly welcomed back to the boards of 

, the stage, her temporary absence from which caused a gap not easily 
supplied. Miss P. Horton has added another laurel to her brow by her 
classical assumption of Acis, and by her artistical execution of the music 
of a tenor singer, which she sang delightfully, without any transposition 
of the concerted pieces; she gave the delicious air, “ Love in her eyes,” 
with a purity and taste that elicited the most hearty approbation. On 
Miss Gould’s first appearance at the English Opera last year we pre- 
dicted her undoubted capacity to supply the vacancy left by Harriet 
Cawse’s retirement from the stage; and we are much mistaken if her 
present engagement at this Theatre do not fully justify our opinion of 
her. She had little to do on Saturday night, but she evinced that thorough 
knowledge of music, which might be expected from a pupil of John Bar- 
nett. Mr. Allen’s execution of the music allotted to Damon was charac- 
terized by great taste and sweetness, and, as might be expected from so 
accomplished a musician, he eschewed all unmeaning ‘embellishments so 
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much in vogue among certain of our stage vocalists of the present day. 
Mr. H. Phillips’s bearing as Polyphemus was strikingly picturesque, and 
he sang with that combined power and sweetness for which he is so justly 
celebrated. “Oh! ruddier than the cherry,” was given in a strain of 
bacchanal enjoyment, which was almost shared by the audience. At the 
conclusion of the Opera Mr. Macready, Miss Horton, and Miss Romer, j 
were successively called for. It is unnecessary to say, that the scenery 
is magnificent, for it is painted by Clarkson Stanfield.
